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Trade Topics. 


Review of the Year. 





In pursuing the review of the paper trade for 
the year 1876, the following details comprise 
the leading features of the markets up to and 
including December 31, ult. : 

THE PAPER TRADE. 

The general tone of trade was steady during 
the year under review, and prices at the close did 
not greatly vary from those quoted at the open- 
ing of the year, except in book papers, which 
show an average decline of about 1 cent, and 
manila papers, which show a slight advance in 
quotations. News paper had good movement, 
and its prices ruled very even. Writing papers 
have not shown much change. 
of the half-time movement kept the production 
about on a level with the demand, and imparted 
a steadiness which could not otherwise have ob- 
tained. The stocks at the close of the year, 
although ample for all needs, are estimated as 
considerably smaller than at the same time in 
1875. 

FOREIGN RAGS AND PAPER STOCKS. 

The imports of foreign stocks at the Port of 
New York during the year 1876 show a consider- 
able falling off from those of 1875, being less in 
quantity by about 4,860,000 pounds, and in value 
about $350,000. The market was pretty uniform 
during the first quarter of the year, but about 
May 1 a decline occurred in the prices of high 
grade rags, and quotations remained irregular to 
the close of the year. The demand for linen 
rags was to a large extent for medium and low 
grades. For cottons, the low-priced goods were 
in greatest favor. Prices were generally un- 
settled, especially for fine cottons, and the 


competition caused by the low prices ruling for 
domestic stock during the greater part of the 
year. Waste papers had a good demand at the 
opening, which was extended well into the 
twelvemonth. 

During June a diminished movement was 
noted, and a ‘light demand ruled until October, 
when the feeling improved and continued better 
for the balance of the season, ending active. 
The year 1875 closed upon a good demand for 
the different grades of manila stocks, which, 
following closely in the track of the jute butt 
market, continued steady until April, when it 
fell off, and a decline in the quotations was 
noted. The market remained irregular until 
October, when it showed marked improvement, 
and was very strong both in demand and prices

month of September showed some increase in 
inquiry, and the improvement extended through 
the remaining months of the year. The stocks 
in hands of packers were notably small, and a 


very small amount is said to have carried over. | 


This is especially so in book stocks and manila 
papers. The closing quotations for 1876 were: 
Hard white shavings, 55 cents; soft white shav- 
ings, 5% cents; heavy stock, 4% cents; mixed 
book stock, 34% to 314 cents; light book stock, 
219 cents; manilas, 2% to 3 cents. 

ROPE AND BAGGING. 


The year opened to a good demand for both 
baggings and rope stocks, with only moderate 
supplies onhand. The ruling prices, in January, 
were: Rope, 334 to 3% cents; No. 1 baggings, 
2% to 3 cents; No. 2 baggings, 244 to 2'¢ cents 
The inquiry for baggings was quite steady until

were: No. 1 bagging, 3 to 3 cents; mixed bag- 
ging, 1%{ to 2 cents; No. 1 Burlap bagging, 244 
to 244 cents; Manila rope, 34 to 314 cents. On 
July 1 quotations were: 2%{ cents for No. 1 bag- 
ging, 2 cents for mixed, 25 cents for No. 1 Bur- 
lap, 38% cents for Manila rope. The ruling prices 


on Dec. 30 were: No. 1 bagging, 2% to 3 cents; | 


mixed, 2% cents; No. 1 Burlap, 2% cents; Manila 
rope, 3% to 4 cents. 
DOMESTIC RAGS. 
The stocks in hand at the opening of the 
year were moderate, but quite equal to any de- 





mand. The ruling inquiry was for low grades. | 


Quotations in January were: White shirt cut- 
tings, 71¢ to 81¢ cents; city whites, 6 to 614 cents; 
No. 2 whites, 4%{ to 4% cents; seconds, 2% to 3 
cents. The demand for low grade rags con- 
tinued quite steady until April, when it dimin- 
ished, and supplies began to be fuller. On July 
1, the quotations were 8 to 9 cents for white 
shirt cuttings, 6 cents for city whites, 41¢ cents 
for No. 2 whites, and 2!¢ cents for seconds. 
During the summer months the demand ruled 
moderate. In September a little improvement 
was noted, and during the later months the 
movement was quite steady. Stocks are very 
moderate in amount, city whites being quite 
scarce, The closing quotations are 8 to 9 cents, 
for white shirt cuttings, 6 cents for city whites, 
4}{ cents for No. 2 whites, 24¢ to 25¢ cents for 
seconds. 
OLD PAPERS. 

There were light stocks of the leading grades 
on hand at the opening of the year. The demand 
was very fair, ranning largely into book stocks 
and manilas. Prices were firm, the quotations 
in January being 5% to 6 cents for hard white 


shavings, 51¢ to 5%{ cents for soft white shavings, | 


4% cents for heavy stock, 314 to 3% cents for 
mixed book stock, 28{ to 3 cents for light book 
stock, 28{ to 31¢ cents for pure manilas. The 
market remained generally steady until April, 
when the demand began to fall off, and during 
May it slackened so much that prices became a 


little irregular. During the summer the inquiry | 


for stocks was somewhat quiet. The quotations 
on July 1 were; Hard white shavings, 55¢ cents; 
soft white shavings, 53¢ cents; heavy stocks, 494 
cents; mixed book stock, 31¢ cents; light book 
stock, 23¢ cents; manilas, 21¢ to 2% cents. The 








little. Moderate inquiry continued through the 
summer months; prices, however, holding fairly. 
The quotations on July 1 were 21¢ to 2% cents 
for No. 1 baggings; 23< cents for No. 2 baggings, 
and 3% cents for manila rope. In September 
the demand for all classes of manila stocks 
showed notable improvement, and owing to the 
rates in the jute butt 
market, continued very steady to the close of the 
year. Stocks in hand, December 30 were very 
light. The closing quotations were 2% to3 cents 
for No. 1 bagging, 244 cents for No. 2 bagging, 
31% to 4 cents for manila rope, and 5to 54 cents 
for Kentucky bagging. 
JUTE BUTTS. 

The year 1876 opened with a firm market, the 
price on January 1 being 3% to 314 cents cur- 
rency. Sales for the month were 27,000 bales, on 
spot and to arrive. 

February 1.—The price was 34¢ cents currency

February, on spot and to arrive, were 22,000 
bales. 

March 1.—The price was 3% to 31¢ cents cur- 
rency. Sales during March, on spot and to ar- 
rive, were 12,500 bales. 

April 1.—Prices had receded to 2% to 3 cents 
currency. This decline was owing to advices 
received, about the middle of March, of heavy 
shipments made, and other heavy shipments esti- 
mated for the following month. The sales for 
April embraced 8,000 bales, on spot and to arrive. 


May 1.—The price remained as on April 1, 2% | 


to 3 cents currency. Throughout May the mar- 
ket was quiet, sales not exceeding 3,500 bales, on 
spot and to arrive. 

June 1.—The price receded to 2% to 2 cents 
currency. Sales for the month aggregated 6,000 
bales, on spot and to arrive. 

July 1.—Prices still further declined, quota- 
tions being 2% to 2% centscurrency. This de- 
cline was mainly owing to very heavy arrivals 
in June, which liberally supplied the wants of 
manufacturers. Sales in July fell off, being only 
2,500 bales, on spot and to arrive. 

August 1.—Prices were unchanged at 2% to 
2% cents. Sales for the month, on spot and to 
arrive, were 5,500 bales. 

September 1.—Prices recovered a little, quota- 
tions being 2% to 2% cents, currency. The sales 
in September on spot and to arrive were 13,000 
bales. 

October 1.—Prices were still higher, being at 
2 13-16 to 2 15-16 cents, currency. The shipments 
having been small for August and September, 
and October estimates also being light, manufac- 
turers during this month bought more freely in 
view of a possible short supply, the sales aggre- 
gating 22,000 bales on spot and to arrive. 

November 1.—Prices opened at 3}< cents, cur- 
rency, the market having still further recovered 
tone. The sales in November did not exceed 
10,000 bales, on spot and to arrive, but the price 
steadily advanced. 

December 1.—Prices were 314 to 3 5-16 cents, 
and some few sales were made at 33<¢ cents, time. 
The high prices ruling during the month re- 
stricted transactions, as manufacturers bought 
sparingly and to supply pressing wants only. 
The sales for the month were 6,000 bales on spot

Changes in the Manufacture [of Paper. | 


It is interesting to note the change which has 
taken place in the manufacture of paper during 
the last fifteen years. Fifteen vears ago it was 
simply a handicraft, the quality of the paper 
being dependent upon the knowledge and skill of 
individuals, and was at the best a very uncertain 
business. There were few strictly first-class 
mills in the country, the different processes were 
not thoroughly understood, the mills were 
badly arranged and the machinery poorly 
adapted to do the work required. Every day’s 
work was an experiment. When a machine 
tender went to start the machine, it was uncer- 
tain whether he would make paper, or make | 
broken, neither was there any certainty that the | 
paper would be satisfactory in quality or color. 
A knowledge of boiling, washing, bleaching, 
sizing and coloring was confined to a few, who 
guarded their secrets with jealous care. 

Straw and Esparto were still experiments, 
wood was hardly seriously thought of, Jute 
Butts were almost unknown.

British Notes. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 








Lonvon, December 28, 1876. 

There is nothing to report upon this week so 
far as trade is concerned. Being holiday week 
many works are closed, and trade is suspended 
in town until the usual festivities have been en- 
joyed. 

In my last letter I omitted to mention a ma- 
chine which was exhibited at the cattle show, in 
the Agricultural Hall, for pressing straw, hay, 
&c., by manual power. It is an American in- 
troduction, and will, therefore, be well known to 
your readers on the American side. I think it 
is of importance, however, to our paper-makers 
who use straw. The price of this article has 
nearly 100 per cent. during the past 
two years. Being very bulky, and light in 
weight, the expense of carriage is a most 
serious item. Many mills collect straw for 
their use, from great distances, and it would 
be a great saving of freight cost, if any means 
could be devised whereby space in a vessel could 
be economized and more cargo stowed. I know 


| of one paper-maker who uses a press, worked by 


a horse, which reduces two and a half to three 
hundred-weight of straw into twenty cubic 
feet. This is done on the wharf, and the bales, 
bound in galvanized iron wire, are stowed into 
the craft alongside. Much more straw can be 
carried in a trip by this means than the ordinary 
stacking of trusses high above decks. I noticed 
the cost of a press was only £21, and as many 
farmers complain of the great expense of cart- 
age, &c., as the impediment to selling their 
sisaw, I would. recommend paper-makers to 
bring these presses before the notice of large 
corn-growers. 

I see several new journals are about starting 
in town. I will endeavor to get early issues and 
forward them. 

Ihear very gloomy news indeed about the 
dreadfully low price of news aud printings. I 
was informed that a Lancashire mill is asking 
for orders 27s. 6d. per hundred-weight. This 
is not 3d. per pound. There seems to be a con- 
siderable difficulty in some quarters to get the 


| ball rolling, and in place of closing the mills, 
| proprietors seem inclined to take any price, 


This of course, can’t last long. 

Coals still continue low, and are likely to, con- 
sidering the extraordinary season we are having. 
Although snow has made its bow this Christmas, 
it has been followed by exceedingly mild 
weather.

The Fan Pump. 


To the Editor of The Journal : 

I have to confess that I feel much pleasure with 
the ingenious manner in which “ Engineer” 
handles this subject, and hope he will have pa- 
tience with me when I state that I am not thor- 
oughly satisfied. Waiving the merits or demerits 
of other pumps, let us assume the fan pump as it 

The owners are not inclined to put in any 
other, and I must, therefore, make the best of 
what I have. I suppose you will allow that a 
fan pump will not throw steadily unless it is 
throwing to its full capacity, and that when not 
doing so it will empty itself, then stop throwing 
for a second or two, or until it is full, and then 
empty itself again. Now, to-day Iam running 
on the machine a sheet seventy-five inches wide, 
and to-morrow will run a sheet fifty-two inches 
wide. The fan pump is throwing all right for 
the first sheet; but how about the other sheet ? | 
The pump has not enough to do, and as a conse- 
quence will, as I mentioned, throw by fits and 
starts. I know of only three remedies for this 
difficulty. One is by fixing a sliding gate on the 
mouth of the discharge pipe, thereby backing the 
water on to the pump, and keeping it always full. 
The objection to this is the power it takes, and 
the extra strain on the belt. This, I guess, is 
the plan adopted by the correspondent who writes 
that it takes more power for his fan pump than 
all the rest of his machine, dog cutter included. 
Another way is to fit up a receiver for the pump 
to throw into, and drawing the supply out with 
a gate or faucet, and, lastly, the fitting up of a 
gate and air pipe on the feed side of the pump. 
With this arrangement, I have, so far, had no

The recent thaw was damaging to booksellers 
and paper-dealers at Boston. Leaks and over- 
flows caused a loss, it is thought, of twelve 
thousand dollars. 

In the House of Representatives Mr. Seelye, of 
Massachusetts, has introduced a bill abolishing | 
all import duties on books. The amount of 
revenue derived from this source is very small: 
The value of books annually imported into this 
country is about $2,000,000, but a large propor- 
tion are ordered by colleges or brought in by 
persons for their own use, which exempts them 
from duty. Messrs. Hancock, Garfield & Burch- 
ard, of the ways and means committee, and 
several other leading members of the house, 
have expressed their approval of the proposed 
bill.
